Colleges, churches and hospitals in 
the United States are feeling the lack 
of support from wealthy men who 
were very liberal in bequests and don¬ 
ations to these institutions.

It was all 
right for Andrew Carnegie ttf say it 
was a disgrace to die rich, but that 
now the State sees to it that no such 
disgrace shall come to them. Accord¬ 
ing to the Saturday Evening Post the 
colleges are suffering deservedly be¬ 
cause many professors assaulted the 
goose that was laying the golden eggs 
for them. The same might be said with 
regard to many clergymen who attack¬ 
ed the system under which large bene¬ 
factions were made to churches and 
missions. It is not a bad sign, however. 
Church, colleges and hospitals are all 
the healthier if maintained by small 
contributions from the many rather 
than large contributions from a few. 
In the meantime, staffs have to be re¬ 
duced and other economies applied, 
which in itself, may not be any great 
disadvantage for institutions, financed 
by governments or wealthy philantro- 
pists have a tendency to grow un¬ 
wieldy.

Since 1931 Vulcan’s population has 
increased by 62 persons. In 1931 popu¬ 
lation of Vulcan was 803. Figures re¬ 
leased on Friday by the Dominion 
statistician showed population of Vul¬ 
can as at June 1, 1936, as being 865. 
Every day the bureau is releasing fig¬ 
ures by press bulletins, and most of 
the towns in the province have shown 
a loss over the 1931 figures. Vulcan is 
one of a few with a gain. It is appar¬ 
ent in the majority of cases that 
towns and villages are losing popula¬ 
tion. The loss may be gained by the 
cities, the figures of which have not 
yet been released.

Another—“Gad sir, Beaverbrook is right. We must give 
up the League of Nations until it promises to have nothing 
lo do with foreigners." 

Last year Lord Beaverbrook remarked “Let us shake the 
dust of quarrelsome Europe from our feet, and turn to oui 
kith and kin in United States.” With this as a theme Car¬ 
toonist Low pictured his boss as a small puzzled pilgrim 
landii^; in U.S. on the. new Mayflower. Before him stunds a 
huge crowd, labelled “Swedish Americans,” “Norwegian 
Americans,” “Italian Americans,” “German Americans’ 
and so on. All wore tortoise*shell glasses. 

To show the progress of man A.D. 1935, Low presents a 
hog facing a man across a trough of “nationalism swill.' 
The hog is saying, “You poor sap, they kill me to eat, but 
they kill you just for your own good.” 

The members of Britain’s present government, the car¬ 
toonist presents as sly and hardened gangsters. Prime 
Minister Baldwin, a derby pulled far down on his head, a 
blackjack in his hand, faces the reader saying “You know 
you can trust me.” In the dark background the League of 
Nations lies slugged and dazed. 

Everything is grist for this cartoonist’s'mill. He is not 
only at liberty to make fun of the public, but to make fun 
also of his boss and the policies which he advocates—and 
he gets $50,000 a year for “being himself.”

Speaking in Edmonton, Lord 
Tweedsmuir, Governor General of Can 
ada, said: 

“I am a Scottish Borderer and you 
are all borderers, as you live between 
the plains and the mountains. I think 
you have enough in this province to 
fulfill your desires. You have great 
riches—minerals, of which you have 
not begun to scratch the edge. 

“1 know you have been passing 
through hard years. This is my first 
visit here, but I have been struck' by 
two things. First is the unlimited 
wealth awaiting development—both 
mineral amt agricultural. You need 
fear nothing from the temporary set¬ 
backs when your ultimate prosperity 
is assured. 

“In the second place I have been 
struck by the gtdlantry and fortitude 
of your people.

“As an outsider I am glad to'join 
with your premier and issue Alberta 
a Prosperity Certificate.”

While Canada has been searching 
the world for new markets for wheat 
a profitable outlet right at her doors, 
has been neglected.

During 
this period hogs-have average well ov¬ 
er 7 cents per pound or $14 per 200- 
pound bacon type animal.

Canadian wheat farmers possessed the 
necessary hog foundation stock is pic¬ 
tured by J. S. McLean, president, Can¬ 
ada Packers’ Ltd., in his annual state¬ 
ment as head of that company* Mr. 
McLean says: 

“Wheat cap be converted into hogs.

Explains Use of 

Alberta Credit 


Function of Credit House and Method 
of Dividend Use 

The following has been issued in 
connection with registration for Social 
Credit dividends. 

By Alberta Provincial Credit, we 
mean credit created on behalf of the 
people by the Provincial Government 
for the purpose of distributing goods 
and paying for services. 

This credit will be created by the 
placing of figures on the credit side 
of the person’s account in a ledger. 

It will be transferred by the use of 
a non-negotiable certificate issued by 
the person in whose account the credit 
1 stands. 

The Credit House officials, on re¬ 
ceipt of the non-negotiable certificate, 
will transfer the amount from the ac¬ 
count of the individual signing it, to 
the account of the person in whose 
favor it is drawn: e.g., A receives a 
dividend of $5.00—which is given by 
placing the figure “5” on the credit 
side of his account in the Credit 
House. He purchases some Alberta 
made goods from B to the value of 
$2.00. A issues to B a non-negotiable 
certificate, acknowledging the receipt 
of goods and authorizing the Credit 
House officials to transfer $2.00 credit 
from A’s account to B’s. This leaves 
A with a balance of $3.00 and gives B 
$2.00 extra in his account to enable 
him to replace the goods and realize 
his commission. If B desires, he can 
retain his receipts for - several days,, 
and then present them all in the Credit 
House to have the necessary transfers 
made. B now has sufficient credit to 
replenish his supply of Alberta-made 
goods. 

The Albeita Provincial Credit will 
be created for the following purposes: 

1. Monthly Basic Dividends to reg¬ 
istered Alberta citizens only. 

2. Interest-free Joans to the retail¬ 
ers to enable them to buy a stock of A1 
berta-made goods.

3. Interest-free production loans up¬ 
on good security to assist in the devel¬ 
opment of internal industry and ' to 
stimulate greater production of Alber¬ 
ta-made goods; to assist the farmer in 
increasing the amount of his produc¬ 
tion, and in the erection and repair of 
buildings. 

4. To maintain just price by giving 
a bonus, if necessary, to producer^ 

5. To grant a compensated discount 
tp consumers to increase the consump¬ 
tion of specific lines of production. 

6. To relieve unemployment by a 
program of public works. 

7. And generally to solve poverty in 
the midst of plenty.
